Governor Roosevelt warmly

“If the administration at Wash- 
ington had followed the same pol- 
icy,” he added, ‘it would not have 
had to raise taxes to meet the gove 
ernmental needs.” 

His audience, which cheered voct« 
ferously time and again, gave thd 
governor the strictest attention, 
halting him only at points where he 
reached a climax and breaking into 
pandemonium only when he turned 
his bitter fire on the Hoover ad- 
ministration and its failures.

Atlanta, famous for the unbounded enthusiasm 
with which it welcomes the great, surpassed itself 
Monday when more than a quarter of:a million peo- 
ple, the greatest multitude ever assembled below the 
Mason and Dixon line, thundered a vocal tribute to 
the next president of the United States, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. : 

Paralyzing the largest detail of police ever mus- 
tered here, the crowd which viewed Monday’s pa- 
rade broke through the lines at half a dozen points, 
surging about the’ nominee’s open Car, made it im-¢ 
possible to maintain an announced ¢ = 
schedule and forced calling off brief 
ceremonies planned along the line 
of march. Almost 200,000 Geor- 
gians and visitors from the neigh- 
boring states lined the route of the 
great parade, believed to be a rec- 
ord. for crowds in the south. 

Previously the city’s 50,000 
school children massed in front of 
theii respective schools and paid a 
tribute to Governor Roosevelt which 
he termed one of the most impres- 
sive he had ever witnessed in his 
many years in public life. 

“Everlastingly Grateful.” 

“This is a day 1 shall never for- 
get,” the nominee said late Monday 
afternoon when he got his first rest 
since early morning. ‘I will see 

. the eager faces and the lighted tyes | 
of my fellow Georgians as long as 
I live. There are no words that 
can describe how | feel. I can 
just only imagine. 1 am deeply and 
everlastingly grateful to the people 
of this great state. 1 am proud to 
call it home.’’

Undaunted by interests which de- 
tracted attention from a grim task on 
the part of Atlanta citizens, more than 

1,500 ambassadors of mercy called 


on thousands of persons Monday in be- 
ginning the 1932 drive to raise Com- 
munity Chest $500,000 funds to fight 
the bleakest winter Atlanta has ever 
faced. At nightfall, tired workers left 
the streets to return to their homes, 
where telephones were used to con- 
tinue the work of relief. 

While figures of the first day’s

workers was that results were as sat- 
isfactory as on the first day Jast year. 
Subscriptions were easier to secure 
this year, they said, and average in- 
dividual contributions were about 
equal those of 1931. 

Marshaled during the last several 
days, the 1,500 field workers scattered 
over the city armed with subscription 
cards and a determined line of argu- 

. ment to convince sluggish contributors 
that Atlanta must have at least $500,- 
000 to meet the bare necessities of 
45,000 needy citizens. 

Report Meeting Today. 

The first report meeting will be 
held at 12:15 o'clock today, when the 
workers will gather for luncheon at 
Taft hall. The luncheon was donated 
by Atlanta food dealers and no cost 
will come from the Community Chest. 
At that time group leaders will re- 
port progress of the first day. Daily 
meetings will be held at the same 
time and place until the drive goes 
whe the top, Frank Neely, president, 
said. 

In order to inspire workers to 
greater effort, officials and leaders ol 
the Chest went into various parts of 
the wity, themselves soliciting sub- 
scriptions. Mr. Neely, Arthur S. Bird, 
chairman; Frank Miller, secretary, 
aud colonels and group leaders were 
working should to shoulder with the 
field workers. 

Mr. Neely especially urged that 
every worker be present at the 
Juncheon today, so that reports of the 
first day’s campaigu can be consvli- 
dated in full and in order that work- 
ers may receive suggestions and in- 
structions for further effort.

HAIRPIN REMOVED, 
CHILD “TB” VICTIM 
ON WAY TO HEALTH 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24.—(4)— 
Only last week doctors expressed an 
opinion that eight-year-old Mildred 
Libby, of Coal Hill, Ark., had but a 
short time to live. 

“Tuberculosis,” attendants said, and 
shook their heads. 

Today, however, Mildred was ready 
to start home from Philadelphia, 
minus a hairpin which had ‘been re- 
moved from her lung and certain of 
recovery. 

Five years ago the child was strick- 
en with a strange malady. Some said 
it was a lung disease. Her parents 
treated her in vain, and a short time 
ago she was admitted to the Arkansas 
state hospital for tuberculosis—ap- 
parently to die. 

But Dr. J. D. Riley, the head doc- 
tor, took an interest in the child and 
discovered that a foreign substance in 
a lung was the cause of the trouble. 

Mildred’s parents could not fford 
an expensive operation in the east, 
Dr. Riley explained, but Coal Hill 
neighbors “chipped in” the necessary 
money for the operation. Dr. and 
Mrs. Riley agreed to furnish trans- 
portation. 

The child was placed on the oper- 
ating table in the bronchoscopic 
clinic at Temple hospital yesterday. 
Twenty minutes later attendants lo- 
cated and extracted the pin, which 
Mildred evidently swallowed when 
about three years old without any- 
one knowing it.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—(#)—Rep- 
resentative McDuffie, of Alabama, 
chairman of the house economy com- 
mittee, blamed President Hoover for 
opposition to the economy bill at the 
last session of congress in a state- 
ment issued today from headquarters 
of the democratic national committee, 

“The people of the United States 
have a right to assume that the presi- 
dent with meticulous care adheres 
to facts in his own statements,”. Rep- 
resentative McDuffie said. 

“In the heat of this political cam- 
paign, however, Mr. Hoover's refer- 


ence to the efforts for retrenchment 
by the democrats in congress does not 
measure up to such a high standard. 
|The country has not forgotten that 
the first move for specific economies 
was made by the democratic house 
throngh a resolution on Fedruary 24, 
1932. 

“It is common knowledge that the 
necessity to balance our national bud- 
get was first suggested by Speaker 
Garner. Immediately after setting up 
the economy committee the president. 
having sensed the taxpayers’ demand 
for retrenchment, sent a message to 
congress urging economy, but failed to 
suggest a single specific item of the 
cost of government that might be cur- 
tailed or eliminated.” 

The statement went on to say that 
the economy committee “heard many 
protests from cabinet members for 
several weeks” and that when the bill 
reached the floor “we found one. of 
the president’s several secretaries as 
well as many of his followers in con- 
gress fighting the non-partisan econ- 
omy bill. 

“Had the president co-operated with 
us.” McDuffie continued, “the bill 
would. not have been emasclated.” 

In other statements from headquar- 
ters Richard F. Mitchell, of Fort 
Dodge, national committeeman for 
Iowa. predicted a majority of between 
150.000 and 200,000 for Governor

Before an audience that came close 
to filling the beautiful theater and an 
audience that numbered in its person- 
nel some of the most distinguished 
citizens in social, business, profession- 
al and artistic circles, the Atlanta 
players gave a performance of Walter 
Ferris’ remarkable play, “Death Takes 
a Holiday.” that, it is safe to forecast, 
will be the subject of every tea-table 
conversation before the week is over.

Aim of Schools Should Be 
Educational, Says 
Board. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 24.—The Lay- 
men’s Foreign Missions Inquiry, spon- 
sored and financed by laymen of 
seven Protestant denominations, to- 
day released a partial report of its 
investigation, making the following 
general recommendations as to mission 
schools in the far east: 

“1. That where missions are con- 
ducting schools, the aim of these 
schools should be primarily education, 
not evangelization, and that teachers 
and administrators should be choaen 
with this standard in view. 

“2 That mission schools in all ori- 
ental countries co-operate in good 
faith with the governments in their 
efforts, through conscience clauses or 
through agreements in registration. to 
protect the religious liberty of their 
citizens; and to this end . 

“That non-Christinn students be 
not required to attend Christian serv- 
ices of worship or Bible classes. This 
does not mean that religious services 
or classes for all students neéd be 
omitted, but that they should be car- 
ried out in a tolerant and sympathetic 
spirit. 

“8. That religious education and 
worship in the schools be reorganized 
under expert guidance to the end that 
they may hare vital relationship with 
the problems and lives of the pupils, 
and that only teachers specially quali- 
fied for this work be responsible for 
this part of the school program. 

“4. That a board of specialists be 
established at home, maintained by 
united action among denomingtions, 
advising a united enterprise in Chris- 
tian education abroad, and keeping 
in mind the special and changing 
needs of the oriental peoples. 

“A large responsibility for the fu- 
ture of Christian education in the east 
rests upon the mission boards and

The Spanish government has confis- 
cated all the large estates in the coun- 
try. The nobles who are therewith 
reduced to relative poverty did not re- 
ceive the least compensation. Most 
of them are leaving the country and 
are comimg to France, where there 
are already 100,000 disinherited Rus- 
sian nobles. Yet this move does not 
signify that Spain has gone bolshevik. 
Spain has only arrived at that poiut 
of social evolution where France 
stood in 1795 when the big French 
estates were broken up and divided 
among the peasants. 

If Kerensky had done this after the 
first revolution in Russia, it is very 
possible that the subsequent bolshevik 
revolution would not have taken place. 
The Spanish measure on the face of 
it looks revolutionary. But in reality 
it is not so. To create a class of a 
million or so small property owners 
is the surest guarantee against bol- 
shevism, as the history of France defi- 
nitely shows. 

Revolutionary propaganda has no 
hold on the mass of French peasants. 
They are the most conservative peo- 
ple in the world. They are against 
any and every political change, be- 
cause they want nothing to come be- 
tween themselves and their property. 
Kerensky knew this full well. He 
promised the land to the peasants, 
but he never proceeded to a division 
of the landed estates and: the crown 
domains. Then the bolsheviks came 
along and said to the peasants: When 
we come to power you will have the 
land, not merely on promise, but in 
reality.

This request also was denied today. 
Chief Justice Hughes last Friday gave 
attorneys for the three until Novem- 
be.

The Leas and Davis claimed they 
had discovered new evidence and also 
evidence of jury misconduct.

Caldwell, an associate of Lea, was 
not named in the North Carolina in- 
dictments. Many enterprises in which 
he and Lea were associated failed 
after the stock market crash in 1929 
and repercussions were felt in several 
southern cities. 

Lea, his son and Davis were tried 
at a special term of court in July, 
1930, in Buncombe county. North 
Carolina. The judgment was affirmed 
by the supreme court of North Caro- 
lina in June, 1932. 

The prosecution charged that ap- 

proximately $1,000,000 belonging to 
the Central Bank and Trust Company 
had been illegally diverted, much of it 
going to the Leas or institutions with 
which they were connected. 
Jn their attack upon their convic- 
tion, the defendants claimed North 
Carolina courts lacked jurisdiction 
over the Leas; that rules of evidence 
were violated; that the public mind 
was aroused against them by inflam- 
matory newspaper articles, and that 
in general their constitutional rights 
had heen violated.

Both children were -thumb- 
suckers until we finally succeeded 
in curing them at the age of two. 
The teeth of both parents aré re- 
grettably poor. The teeth of all 
their cousins, uncles and aunts 
are poor, or at best ordinary. — 

The answer, we believe, is diet. 
Our children are carefully fed. 
Simple food; lets of raw vegeta- 
bles, lots of raw milk, quite a few 
natural sweets—figs, dates, etc. 
No between-meal lunches. Candy 
only after meat-and-vegetable 
meals. If a yellow stain occurs 
on the teeth we feed more orange 
or tomato juice, and the stain dis- 
appears. 

More than this, my husband has 
a “class” of young children whose 
teeth bid fair never to need his 
attention except for examination. 
Their story is the same as that of 
our own children. If we become 
paupers in our old age, it will be 
the fault of parents who are feed- 
ing their children intelligently, 
Ain't so?

Tells Commission To 
Study Effort of Foreign 
Currency-on 16 Articles. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(UP)— 
President Hoover countered the demo- 
cratic campaign attack upon the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff act today by opening 
the way for possible increases in cer- 
tain rates which he said have been af- 
fected by depreciated currencies in 30 
foreign countries. 

Carrying out a pledge he made at 
Charleston, W. Va.. on his recent 
campaign trip, he formally ordered 
the tariff commission to investigate 
rates on 16 groups of dutiable articles 
and to recommend changes to him at 
the “earliest possible moment” if they 
are necessary to bring rates to the 
level where they were before the cur- 
rency depreciation. 


O’Brien ordering the inquiry, the chiet 


130 cities in 30 states, which he des- 
ignated, and Alaska, because of the 
effect of currency depreciation, 

The depreciation ranges from five 
to 55 per cent, Mr. Hoover said. 

“I would therefore be obliged if the 
tariff commission would expedite this 
matter in order to afford all possible 
relief to unemployment in these com- 
munities,” the president wrote.

The farmers of the 
United States know that today thou-| 
sands of mortgages upon the farms) 
of the United States are being fores| 
closed. The president stated that most | 
of those mortgages now being fore-| 
closed represented cases where the 
farmers were willing to have such 
mortgages foreclosed. I think I know 
the mind and the heart of the Ameri- 
can farmer, and it is inconceivable 
to me that the president of the Unit- 
ed States can believe that the farm-' 
ers of the United States are willing, 
and anxious to have foreclosed the| 
mortgages upon their homes in which | 
their fathers and mothers lived and) 
died and in which their children were | 
born. 

If the president is sincerely of the 
opinion that these farmers are will- 
ing to be driven from their homes | 
we cannot hope for any enthusiastic | 
action upon his part to stop the fore-| 
closures. I know that the last thing! 
upon earth that a farmer wants is to| 
be foreclosed, to give up his home, | 
and it will be our aim to provide a. 
practical and immediate remedy for 
the intolerable situation now existing. | 

Another principle of farm relief is 
to make it possible for the farmer 
to get a larger return for his product. 
I believe that we owe it to the farm- | 
ers of America to have as secretary 
of agriculture an agricultural leader | 
instead of a political leader. 


A basic purpose of my farm pro- | 
gram is to raise prices on certain! 
agricultural products by some form) 
of what the farmers of this country | 
know as a tariff benefit. There is| 
nothing mysterious about this and. 
nothing visionary. It is recognized | 
by the leaders not only of agricul-| 
ture but of the industrial world as| 
well that this is a perfectly sound | 
method; in fact, it is one of the es-— 
sential methods to lead agriculture | 
out of the present depression, and | 
thus to lead to restoration of in- 
dustry as well, 

I want to make one point very 
clear, both in the case of readjust- 
ment of the tariff so that the farmer 
will really get a benefit, and in the 
temporary measures that I propose 
to be used before that beeremes opera:

in the case of Mr. Hoover's farm 
board, come out of the public treas- 


ury. 

Phe American people know that as 
a result of this experiment of Mr. 
Hoover, $500,000,000 of the money 
of the taxpayers was squandered; 
large surpluses of wheat, cotton, 
tobaeco, were accumulated which 
hung over che markets like a sword, 
depressing the price of these basic 
agricultural products. 

Though rhis was apparent to all 
thoughtful men, and though bills 
were pending to correct the situation 
and prevent these ruinous so-called 
stabilization operations, absolutely 
nothing was done by the president or 
the party in power in a legislative 
way to prevent it. 

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM 
POSITION ON FARM BOARD. 

The democratic party iu its plat- 
form declares: | 

“We condemn the extravagance of 
the farm board, its disastrous ac- 
tion’ which made the government a 
speculator of farm products and the | 
unsound policy of restricting agri- | 
cultural products, to the demands of | 
domestic markets.” 

This has had this splendid ef- | 
fect of causing an awakening in the | 
White House and forced the presi- | 
dent, for political expediency. in the | 
closing days of a campaign, to con- 
fess this abject failure of his. ex- 
periments, and to promise that afret 
the election he will see what can be 
done to put an end to these false 
stabilization operations of which the 
nation complains and by which the 
farmers have been destroyed. 

The great manufacturing and busi- 
ness centers of our country have com- 
meneced to realize that their own 
prosperity depends upon the pros- 
perity of the agricultural centers of 
the country, and the purchasing pow- 
er of its people. It is now’ well 
known, in fact even by the republic 
an leaders, although they § refrain 
from discussing the subject, that the 
depression in the manufacturing in- 
dustry of the country is ave cnietiy 
to the fact that agricultural pred- 
ucts generally have been selling be- 
low the cost of production, and there- 
by destroyed the purchasing power in 
the domestic market of nearly half | 
of all of our people. We are going 
to restore the purchasing power of | 
the farmer. 

STATES EAST OF MISSISSIPPI 
HAVE COMMON PROBLEM. 

For over a year I have discussed 
with leading democrats, including 
Governor Russell, the broad sub- 
ject of land use, especially as it 
applies to the older states east of 
the Mississippi. The yprvblem of 
these older states is in most cases 
identical, pecause in the rush many 
generations ago to settle the land 
millions of acres were cleared for 
agricultural purposes where they 
should have been left to produce | 
forest crons. 

You and I know that in very 
many sections of Georgia, as in very 
many sections of New York and oth- 
er states, this type of Jand has 
proved unproductive, and has either 
been abanduned as farms or is today 
being cultivated at a loss. 

That is why 1 am a believer just 
as much in country planning as 
am in city planning. It is time for 
every one of the older states to sur- 
very their entire acreage for the pur- 
pose of determining the best future 
use of the land. In mos: of the 
states east »f the Mississippi, it un-— 
doubtedly .will be determined that | 
somewhere between 10 and 20 per. 
cent of existing farm acreage now | 
used for agricultural crops should be 
abandoned as such and converted 
into use for tree crops. 

Everyone knows that we are using 
up our American timber supply mucb 
faster than the annua! growth of | 
new timber. Therefore, unless we 
are willing to face a day not so far 
distant- when we shall ome a na- 
tion dependent on imporcing. the | 
greater part of our lumber from oth- | 
er nations, we must take immediate | 
steps greatly to increase our home | 
supply. 

REFORESTATION A BUSINESS 
FOR WISE INVESTMENT. 

It is common sense, and not fan- | 
tasy, to invest money in tree crops | 
just as much as to grow apnual ag- 
ricultural crops. The return on the 
investment is just as certain in the | 
case of growing trees as it is in the | 
case of growing potatoes, or cotton, | 
or wheat, or corn—and judging by | 
present-day fluctuations in the prices | 
of agricultural crops the tree crop 
is often a safer investment. 

Because we are a young nation— 
because apparently limitless forests 
have stood at our door, we have de 
clined up to now to think of the fu- | 
ture. Other nations whose primeval | 
forests were cut off 2 thousand years | 
ago have been growing tree crops {or | 
many hundreds of years. 

I am convinced that herein lies a 
fertile field, not only for the legiti- | 
mate investment of capital. but also | 
for the employment of labor. 
REFORESTATION NOT A JOB 
OF SETTING OUT SEEDLINGS. |

government owns hundreds of thou- 


sands of acres of so-called national 
forest along the chain of the Appa- 
lachian system. We all know that a 
large part of this national forest 
consists of second growth, third 
rowth or fourth growth, cut-over 
and, which is now growing up, like 
Topsy, into a heterogeneous con- 
glomeration of all kinds of trees— 
some good, some bad and some in- 
different. 


MAN’S AID IS NEEDED 
IN REFORESTATION WORK. 


We also know, as a practical mat- 
ter, that unless something is done 
with this land the timber on it will 
have comparatively little value when 
it comes to maturity. It needs the 
aid of man to clear out the dead 
wood and encourage only the growth 
that will best serve the national need 
in the days to come. Is there any 
good reason,, financial, common 
sense, or otherwise, why the federal 
government should not undertake the 
proper care of its own property? 
Here again is another field for the 
employment of great numbers of our 
citizens. 

This afternoon an agriculture-for- 
estry committee conferred with me 
on the vital necessity of a national 
agricultural policy. Here are two 
short paragraphs from its report 
which are worth hearing in every 
home in the land: 

“The basic economic interest, a3- 
riculture, which includes forestry, is 
prostrated, carrying with it the su- 
perstructure of finance and indus- 
try; but far more than these is the 
destruction of human values—those 
human values which in reality are 
the spirit of America—the reason 
for the vision of its founders. 

“Results are the expression of 
causes. When there is starvation 
of spirit and bedy in a land of 
abundant natural resources, a land 
of plenty, no further evidence is 
needed of failure of the powers en- 
trusted with control of government. 


REHABILITATION OF FARMS 
PEOPLE FOREMOST. 


That last sentence will express the 
deep understanding which the great 
majority of voters of this nation 
have of tl: principal issue of this 
national campaign. 

During these weeks I have made it 
abundantiy clear that I propose a 
national agricultural ay which 
will direct itself not only to the bet- 
ter use of our hundreds of miliions 
of acres of every type of land in the 
United States, but also to the re- 
habilitation of that half of our pop- 
ulation which is living on or directly 
concerned with the praducts of ‘the 
soil. 

Our object must be the rebuilding 
of the rural civilization of America. 
Our object must be all-inclusive—a 
constructive program attacking the 
enemy on every front. @ 

Opposed to this constructive pro- 
gram is the administration’s doctrine 
of despair. The president, in his 
speech of acceptance, preached this 
doctrine of despair to the suffering 
farmers of the country. He said in 
substance that the farmer must wait 
the long weary process of industrial 
reconstruction before aid can come 
to him. He attempted to close the 
door of hope with that doctrine of 
despair. In fact, since the very be- 
ginning of this depression, he has op- 
posed substantially every proposal of 
the farm leaders of this country for 
legislative relief. and sometimes with 
the greatest and most unbecoming 
bitterness. 

HOOVER'S OPPOSITION 
TO RELIEF PLANS SCORED. 


After concealing from the people 
of the country the constantly sinking 
condition of industry and growing 
unemployment, he opposed the demo- 
cratic measures introduced in con- 
gress to meet destitution and give 
employment to labor. He still con- 
tended, as he does now. that there 
is no hope for the farmer or the 
laborer until prosperity § returns 
through the slow process of world re- 
construction. 

Whenever a remedy is proposed to 
increase the price of, farm products 
or reduce unemployment in our 
country, he satisfied himself by e1- 
gaging in rilicule and preaching the 
doctrine of despair. I do not be- 
lieve in the doctrine of despair. 

Now, my friends, let me make clear 
in as emphatic words as I can find, 
the fundamental issue in this cam- 
paign. Mr. Hoover believes that 
farmers and workers must wait for 
general recovery, until some miracile 
occurs by which the factory wheels 
revoly: again. No one knows thie 
formula of this ‘miracle. I, on the 
other hand, am saying over and 
over that I believe that we can re- 
store prosperity here in this coun- 
try by re-establishing the purchasinz 
power of half of the people of the 
country. that when this gigantic mar- 
ket of 50,000,000 people is able to 
purchase goods, industry will start 
to turn, and the millions of men and 
women now walking the streets will 
be employed. ’ 


ROOSEVELT DECLARES 
FOR AMERICA FIRST. 


I am, moreover, enough of an 


American to believe that such a 
restoration of prosperity in this 
country will do more to effectuate 
world recovery than all of the pro- 
motional schemes of lending money 
to backward and crippled countries 
could do in generationss In this re- 
spect I am for America first. 

This doctrine I set forth when my 
campaig: really began back in Apri. 
1 said in a speech then that we hail 
forgotten this potential market otf 
the agricultural population, and that 
the true interest of this country was 
to return to this forgotten market. 
We have, as in the old story ot 
the Holy Grail, looked beyond the 
seas for the riches that were lying 
unnoticed at our very feet. 

When we come to recognize this 
simple fact, when we get back to 
plain common sense, when we stop 
worshipping false gods and chasing 
rainbows, happiness and prosperity 
will come to American workers ani 
farmers and businessmen—to the 
American people. 

When we stop listening to the 
apology that “things might have been 
worse’ and give our whole-hearted 
support to those who preach the gos- 
sak that through action they are go- 
ing to make things better, then and 
then only will America resume her 
march to a better day.

At 15 months Anna was still 
nursing, because the slim grocery or- 
der would not cover food for eight 
and milk for Anna. She was six 
nounds underweight. The Family Wel- 
fare worker took her to the baby 
health center at the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills, where cod liver oil, fruit 
juices and milk were prescribed. These 
were furnished, the latter by the 
West Point milk fund, and now in 
spite of her surroundings (they all 
live In basement rooms) Anna is a 
bright and happy baby.

Disclaims Ulterior Mo- 
tive in Declaring Fos- 
ter Ineligible. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 24.—() 
Vanderbilt University today digclaim- 
| ed any ulterior motive in the recent 
| disqualification of Julian Foster for 
| violation of the Southern conference 
summer baseball rule and suggested 
the conference executive committee is- 
sue a clearer interpretation of the 
regulation. 

Football Coach Dan MeGugin said 
there was “no foundation” to what 
he termed “well-defined rumors” that 
Vanderbilt had some ulterior motive 
in declaring Foster, a 22U-pound end 
from Madison, Ga., ineligible. 

“Since our action in the case of 
Mr. Foster numerous well-defined ru- 
mors have comc to the surface with 
respect to students in other confer- 
ence institutions and their participa- 
tion in summer baseball in technical 
violation of the regulations,” Mc- 
Gugin said. 

eGugin said Vanderbilt had made 
no inquiry about students in other 
schools whose status might be simi- 
lar to Foster's and would not make 
such an investigation. He said be 
was advised about Foster through a 
letter from New Orleans but he would 
not reveal the author of the note. 

The rule in question, which has 
proved troublesome for many years, 
states that “a student who plays on 
a summer baseball team which plays 
more than three games a week while 
he is a member of it shall not be 
eligible.” 

Koster played with the Tallahassee 
| (Fla.) team of the Florida-Georgia 
| league during the past summer, ‘This 
team had only three regularly sched- 
uled games each week but engaged in 
several “‘informal”’ contests which did 
not count in the league standings. 
Vanderbilt ruled Foster out because 
he played in these extra games. 

Many conference athletes play sum- 
mer baseball and, in some quarters, 
it is felt there may be other students 
in the same situation as Foster. 

In a telegram to C. P. Miles, of 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacks- 
burg, Va., who is president of the con- 
ference, Coach McGugin said: “Our 
action Julian Foster was upon in- 
vestigation aft. : receipt of letter from 
New Orleans suggesting he had played 
more than three games per week. We 
knew of no other similar case. There 
are now, however, numerous well-de- 
fined rumors to the effect that many 
colleges in the conference have stu- 
dents same situation as Foster. 

“I personally feel if many are de- 
clared ineligible it may bring much 
criticism on Vanderbilt and also on 
the conference and inasmuch as rules 
relative summer baseball have been 
long rather loosely administered and 
as faculty representatives have in 
many cases failed to furnish lists of 
prohibitive teams as provided by the 
constitution, I wonder whether you 
should take counsel of executive com- 
mittee whether student should be dis- 
| qualified where the regular schedule 
| has been not more than three games 
a week, where they have not received 
money as players and have not played 
| on teams of recognized baseball.”

London, Washington May Join 


In Pressing for Slash in Arms!

LONDON, Oct. 24.— (©) —The | 
Unifed States and Great Britain were | 
believed in official circles to be closer | 
to complete agreement on disarma- | 
ment than at any time in recent years | 
today as a result of conversations be- | 
tween Prime Minister MacDonald and | 
Norman Davis, American disarma- 
ment representative. | 
Meanwhile Sir John Simon, foreign | 
secretary, who talked for two hours | 
today with Mr. Davis and the pre-| 
mier, went before the house of com- | 
mons and placed responsibility for the 
European disarmament impasse 
squarely upon France and Germany. 


The disarmament conversations car- | 
ried on by Mr. Davis, both in regard 
to naval and land strength, have pro- | 
gressed materially. It was pointed | 
out, however, that the present discus- | 
sions were not of a conclusive char- 
acter and that any arrangements | 
which may be reached here will be | 
subject to concessions by continental | 
powers, 

Prospects of France and Italy be- | 
ing brought within the framework of 
the London naval treaty of 1930 were | 
considered good. France was believed 
in diplomatic circles to be more sym- 
pathetic than in the past toward 
Anglo-American armament views but | 
Japan has continued to remain an un- | 
known factor. | 


Pressed for a statement concerning | 
the possibility of Germany rearming | 
while the disarmament conference is | 
progressing, Sir John Simon told par: | 
liament the emergency conference, pro- 
posed by Great Britain, was intended | 
to prevent this development. He said 
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no statement of German policy in this | 


regard had been made. 

The majority opinion in British 
circles is that there is no danger of 
Germany starting immediate rearma- 
ment and the American view is being 
increasingly accepted that the way to 
further work to satisfy German claims 
for equality is to get a material re- 


duction in armaments along lines of 


President Hoover's proposals. 


(The German government refused 
fo accept Geneva as the scene for the 
four-power conference because it is 
the seat of the League of Nations and 
the place where the general disarma- 
ment conference would be resumed. It 
served notice of withdrawal from that 
conference until its claims for arms 
equality are satisfied. Chancellor Von 
Papen insisted Germany does not de- 
Sire increased armament but demands 
other powers decrease their arms to 
the level imposed upon Germany by 
the Versailles treaty.)

sist negotiations, such a pronounce- 
ment may be made before the Ameri- 
can representative leaves for Geneva

versations has been to enable the Ge- 
neva conference next month to resume 
its work at the point where the last 
disarmament conference left off.

Considerable interest has been 
evinced by the fans in the question of 
whether O’Shocker, for all of his fa- 
mous leg strangle and general mean- 
ness of disposition, will be able to 
handle his Armenian rival. Kashey 
made a highly favorable impression 
in the one match he has had here, a 
sparkling one-hour draw with George 
Tragos two weeks ago. 

In that bout each man scored one 
fall, but Kashey seemed to have an 
edge in the milling with the veteran 
Greek roughhouse artist. He showed 
an excellent general knowledge of 
wrestling, speed, aggressiveness and 
gameness—all the qualities necessary 
to the first-rate grappler.

MONARCHY NOISSUE 
IN GERMAN RACE, 
VON PAPEN SAYS 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—(?)—Chancel- 
lor Von Papen denied in a poy here 
today that the restoration of the mon- 
archy in Germany is an in 
German politics. 

“There has been a lot of talk about 
the restoration of the monarchy,” he 
told a convention of German crafts 
men, “the foreign press took this up 
and argued cleverly that such a move 
would bring 2 danger of unrest in Eu- 
rope and that therefore it was neces- 
sary not only not to loosen ibe fetters 
of Versailles, but to draw them 
tighter. 

“tT don’t want to leave the slightest 
doubt that we don’t concede the right 
to anybody abroad to judge what form 
of state is most suitable for Ger- 
many. That is for the German people 
alone to decide. : 

“But I have already emphasized and 
I desire to repeat unmistakably, we 
have such a multitude of prublems to 
solve that we are glad if we don’t 
have in addition to worry about ques- 
tions of the form of the atate, hat 
question is not an issue.”

We are fighting Amendment No. 4, 
but are taking no part for or against 
the other seven amendments.”

Mr. Pittman is chairman 
of the executive committee of the As- 
sociation of County Commissioners of 
Georgia.

Roosevelt Cotton Is Sold 
For $1.75 Pound at Auction 


TalmadgeWeildsHammer 
as Cason Callaway, of 
LaGrange, Runs Staple 
Price to Record Figure. 


———— 


Cotton brought $1.75 a pound, the 
highest price since the War Between 
the States, when Governor-designate 
Eugene “Talmadge sold at auction a 
400-pound bale for the Roosevelt 
Business and Professional League to 
Cason Callaway, prominent capitalist 
and lawyer, of LaGrange. A large 
crowd thronged the Healey building 
lobby when the sale was held. Charles 
B. Shelton, Georgia state chairman of 
the league, presided and _ introduced 
Georgia’s next governor as the auc- 
tioneer, 

Immediately after he had purchased 
the cotton, after spirited bidding. Mr. 
Callaway gave the bale to the Warm 
Springs Foundation. The cotton was 
Georgia’s first bale. It was purchased 
July 28 by L. W. “Chip” Robert. He 
gave it to Mrs. William Healey, who 
turned it over to the leacue. 

The bidding began at 20 cents, 
went to 25 cents and then to 50 cents. 
It jumped on up to the dollar mark 
and past as Mr. Callaway and R. D. 
King, of Atlanta, waged a bidding 
duel. It finally was “knocked down” 
to Mr. Callaway at $1.75 a pound. 
This made a total of approximately 
$700 available for the league. 

Mr. Shelton, in a brief talk, told 
the people that the democratic party 
needs funds badly to be used in the 
doubtful states in behalf of the Roose- 
velt-Garner ticket. 

Governor-designate Talmadge then 
climbed atop the cotton hale and be- 
can the auction after doffing his coat. 
He brought out many sallies of laugh- 
ter with a witty speech.
